Hodder 1-A, 
W-1080, R.6. Ex: Roper. The state of Maryland is one of only 
two among the “original 13” that was controlled directly by the 
same family at the time of its foundation and the beginning of the 
American Revolution. (Pennsylvania is the other.) George Calvert, 
the first Baron Baltimore, campaigned for a New World charter and 
persevered over the opposition of the Virginia interests. He died 
before receiving the charter, however, and it passed to his eldest 
son Cecil Calvert, second Lord Baltimore and the “Lord Baltimore” 
who is most famous to Americans. 

After the Glorious Revolution the third Baron Baltimore lost 
his proprietorship because he had supported the losing side. The 
fourth Baron Baltimore petitioned for his claim to be restored, but 
in another near-miss he died before receiving royal assent and the 
fifth Baron Baltimore took up the proprietorship instead. It then 
passed to the sixth and last Baron Baltimore and finally to Henry 
Harford. Harford was the sixth Baron Baltimore’s only son, but by 
a mistress; due to his illegitimacy, Harford was eligible to inherit 
the proprietorship but not his father’s title. Harford was still in his 
teens when the American Revolution broke out, depriving him of 
the proprietorship once and for all. 

As noted above, Cecil Calvert, first Lord Proprietor of Maryland 
and second Baron Baltimore, is the most famous of the Barons 
Baltimore in the States and usually is known simply as “Lord 
Baltimore.” During the English Interregnum he ordered silver coins 
bearing his image to be struck and shipped to his colony, “Mary’s 
Land.” Though the act practically claimed a royal prerogative and 
flew in the face of mercantilist principles, it was permitted and 
the coins —fourpence, sixpence, and shilling, along with a copper 
penny — circulated in Maryland for a time. 

This is among the finer Maryland / Lord Baltimore shillings 
known, beautifully toned blue and gold over a medium-gray base. 
Ample luster remains on each side, though wear is plain at the top 
of the crown and in Calvert’s hair. Well-centered, better-struck 
than usual, and all-around appealing. Listed on page 40 of the 2014

Today, we consider 
the obverse of this design to include the date and sundial with the 
reverse containing the 13 interlinked rings bearing the state names. 
In 1875, however, Sylvester S. Crosby considered the obverse 
and reverse to be exactly opposite. The design of these coins 
was taken from a similar motif appearing on Colonial Currency 
notes, prompting the “dollar” description for these coins; however, 
also suggesting that they may have been a fiat coinage that was 
intended only as a substitute for paper money, and never intended 
to have any intrinsic value. 

In the Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and Early American 
Coins, Q. David Bowers states, “It was likely intended that the 
pewter Continental dollar coin serve in place of the $ 1 note during 
the latter part of 1776.” These coins are therefore often collected 
by those who specialize in silver dollars, and most collectors have 
waited a long time for just the right example. The Continental 
Currency coinage is also important from a historical standpoint, 
bearing the 1776 date of our nation’s founding. 

This is a remarkable Mint State example of the pewter 
Continental Currency coinage with the misspelling CURENCY. 
The surfaces are light gray with considerable prooflike finish. A 
few minor blemishes are visible on each side; however, the overall 
aesthetic appeal of this example is quite high. The strike is generally 
bold, although the sun is incompletely defined, as is the opposite 
portion of the reverse. Although a few examples are known in brass, 
copper, and silver, nearly all Continental Currency pieces have 
pewter composition.

When Whitman 
published 100 Greatest American Medals and Tokens, nobody was 
surprised to see the famous Libertas Americana medal ranked #1. 
It is difficult to overstate the influence that the medal had on U.S. 
coinage, especially on the 1793 Liberty Cap half cent. 

Benjamin Franklin conceived the medal in 1782 while serving 
in Paris as the first U.S. Ambassador to France. A sketch was made 
by Antoine Gibelin, and Augustin Dupre (1748-1833) served as 
engraver. Struck at the Paris Mint. The obverse date, July 4, 1776, 
is obviously that of the American Declaration of Independence. 
The reverse dates, October 17, 1777 and October 19, 1781, 
respectively represent the British surrenders at Saratoga and York. 

The obverse motif is a representation of American Liberty 
with a Phrygian cap and pole symbolic of freedom over her right 
shoulder. The reverse features France (as Minerva) shielding 
America (as the infant Hercules) from England (as an aggressive 
lion). Though yet a baby, Hercules participates in his defense by 
strangling two serpents. The legend translates as “The courageous 
child is not without the aid of the gods.” 

Fewer than 60 were struck in silver. In their exhaustive census, 
Adams and Bentley were able to locate 22 examples in silver, 
including a number housed in museum collections. Most survivors 
show light wear from non-numismatic handling, but the present 
piece has virtually full detail. The golden-brown and powder-blue 
surfaces show only incidental hairlines.

Garrett and 
Guth rank the 1909-S VDB as number 14 in their listing of the Top 
100 US. Coins. Garrett and Guth make the obvious point for the 
1909-S VDB is a coin in huge demand: 

“The 1909-S V.D.B. cent has long been considered one of 
the key dates in the series, filling the dreams of collectors 
young and old. While the mintage of 484,000 may seem 
high compared to many other American rarities, one must 
understand that there are millions of people who collect 
Lincoln Head Cents. There are simply not enough 1909-S 
VDB Cents to satisfy all of the collector demand, making 
this coin a perennial favorite and earning it a place on our 
list of America’s 100 Greatest Coins. Of the Top 100 coins 
listed thus far, this is the first that is generally available 
today on a widespread basis.”

John Dannreuther has written extensively on this issue, 
and as of2007 had identified three different obverse dies in six distinct 
stages of the single Rays reverse, used with all three obverses. 

The present specimen shows the Dannreuther-2 obverse: 

—The left base of the 1 is over the left part of a dentil; 

—Die polish appears in the lower part of the shield; 

—The top-right olive leaf is fully detached; 

—The inner bar of the W in WE is weak; 

—The inner-right berries are not recut; 

—The left arrow feathers are complete; and 
—There is no lump on the “ball” ornament above the date; 

Dannreuther believes that the 1867 With Rays proofs struck 
using Obverses 2 and 3 are restrikes, or second strikings, although 
some of the Dannreuther-2 coins could have been struck in 1867. 
Such coins, if struck in 1867, would technically be originals, but 
they were struck after the Dannreuther-1 coins, as the progressive 
stages of the sole reverse die employed show. Dannreuther wrote in 
an earlier 2003-dated article that many of the restrikes “were likely 
struck for collectors in the years 1868-78.” 

The reverse of this lovely Gem proof shows these Die State c 
attributes: 

—The two rays beneath the second T of STATES are 
thinned out from die polishing; and 

—The rays beneath the first S in STATES are still full and 
complete (these latter rays would not weaken until Reverse 
Die State d, so far known only in conjunction with the 
Dannreuther-3 obverse, which shows a lump on the ball 
above the date).

Only two other proof 1836 half dimes (of any variety) 
have been certified, a PR65 NGC, this NGC PR66, and a single 
PR66 PCGS. This splendid Premium Gem is beautifully toned in 
aquamarine, plum, and russet freckles. The devices are lightly frosted, 
and the fields exhibit strong mirrored flash. The left shield border 
and Liberty’s forehead curls are incompletely defined, but the strike 
is complete elsewhere, particularly on the stars. Obverse dentils have 
a stretched and high relief appearance, which suggests two blows 
were delivered to bring up the design. This proof was struck after 
a quantity of business strikes, since a thread-like vertical die crack 
crosses the portrait, and bolder cracks bookend ED in UNITED. 
Later business strikes from these dies display a retained cud in this 
area.

For the debut of the new silver half dimes and dimes 
of 1837-38, Mint Assistant Engraver Christian Gobrecht chose 
an uncluttered design of the new Seated Liberty motif to fill the 
obverse of these tiny pieces. Stars around the obverse rim were 
added shortly afterward on both denominations, to the detriment of 
the design, and the reverse of the half dime reworked. New Orleans 
made the No Stars half dimes only in 1838 before switching to the 
Stars Obverse motif in 1839, making the 1838-0 a first-year branch 
mint type issue that has been perennially popular with collectors 
ever since. The 1838-0 half dime mintage was only 70,000 pieces, 
far fewer than the 1838-0 dimes at 406,000-plus coins. 

This near-Gem 1838-0 No Stars half dime is among the few 
finest survivors of this classic coinage design, tied with three other 
submissions each in this grade at NGC and PCGS, and only one 
MS66 at PCGS and one MS65 at NGC are finer (1/14). The 
surfaces show few contact marks on surfaces that are lightly toned 
pinkish-gold in the centers, ceding to pale rose, lilac, and violet 
near the rims with some light smoke-gray accents intermingled. A 
thin diagonal mark above the A in HALF is of no consequence but 
helps pedigree this beautiful coin.

The 1844 proof half dime from the Phil Kaufman 
collection remains the finest certified specimen certified by NGC 
or PCGS. It is pedigreed to the John Jay Pittman Collection sold by 
David Akers Numismatics, Inc., October 2D23, 1997. 

The Pittman coin was part of an 1844 proof set “in the original 
case of issue.” In his description of the piece, Akers says: “In Proof, 
this issue is a great rarity; only 6-8 proofs are known to exist.” NGC 
and PCGS have certified a total of 13 specimens (of course, some 
of these are likely resubmissions). The former service has seen a 
PR63, four PR64s, one PR65s, and a PR67, the Pittman-Kaufman 
piece finest certified. PCGS has graded two PR62 coins, a PR63, a 
PR64, one PR65 Cameo, and two PR66 pieces. Out of 14 certified 
submissions, we are only able to track down five different coins that 
have been graded by these two services. 

The fully mirrored fields of this remarkable Superb Gem yield 
impressive contrast with the mildly frosted motifs, especially when 
the coin is rotated under a light. Beautiful cobalt-blue and reddish- 
gold toning adorns both sides, and the strike is complete throughout. 
The surfaces are impeccably preserved, heightening even more the 
coin’s outstanding beauty. A tiny as-made planchet depression 
beneath the I in DIME and a faint linear mark between the stem 
and the last A in AMERICA serve to identify this particular piece.

3801 1850 PR65 NGC. This 1850 proof half dime, a wonderful Gem 
from the John Jay Pittman Collection, is an important rarity, one of 
only four or five known to exist. Mintage estimates range from seven 
to ten pieces, but just three 1850 proof half dimes have been certified, 
all by NGC — a PR64, the Kaufman PR65, and one other PR65. 

Most known proof half dimes of the year are examples of 
Valentine-2, considered a proof-only variety by students of the series. 
Writing about this variety, Valentine notes that the 18 and 5 touch 
the base of the rock under Liberty. Walter Breen was apparently the 
first to note that examples are only known as proofs, as discussed in 
his supplement to the Valentine reference, published in 1958 as a 
closing issue of Wayte Raymond’s The Coin Collector’s Journal

The date is slightly right of center with the shield point entirely 
left of the 1 and the skirt pendant over the right tip of the 5. That 
digit is upright and weaker than the others, typical of these proofs.

Valentine identified two die 
varieties for the 1859 half dime, with the proofs struck from the V-l 
dies. Valentine’s V-l showed repunching on the numerals 1,5, and 9 
in the date. A1 Blythe later noted two more varieties for the date and 
reclassified the V-1 variety as V-3. Walter Breen followed Valentine’s 
nomenclature in his Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof 
Coins, but he noted that proofs were also struck from the V-2 dies. 

The present coin represents the V-l variety (Blythe’s V-3), with 
repunching on three numerals in the date. The repunching is most 
evident on the 1, with the 9 fainter, and the 5 barely detectible.

The press continued to operate, and planchets were fed in 
one after another, with each piece struck between the reverse die 
and the present die cap. Heaven knows where those brockages 
are today, but none can be identified as an 1895-0, because the 
obverse design was blocked by the die cap. The additional strikes 
this die cap received caused the obverse to wrap around the die. 
The portrait is razor-sharp, while the denticles are transformed into 
a blurry series of lines. The reverse design is spread but remains 
clear, and this includes the all-important New Orleans mintmark. 
The cap is several millimeters high, and if it were any higher, it 
would not fit within the standard PCGS holder. The piece is 
evenly toned in dappled sea-green, plum-mauve, and golden-brown 
shades. Faint clash marks appear near Liberty’s chin, but there are 
no post-strike abrasions, and in fact one wonders why the piece 
failed to receive an even finer grade. Fortunately for posterity, the 
press operator took the time to carefully remove the die cap, and 
its succession of owners gave equal care to its storage and handling. 
Any undamaged Barber dime cap in Mint State would be a major 
error find, and nearly impossible to duplicate. But for an essentially 
pristine die cap to exist on an 1895-0 is a remarkable occurrence, 
and will surely be the talk of the Barber collector community.

A short distance to the east, the Comstock 
Lode and other Nevada silver mines were responsible for most of the 
expanding silver supply in the United States, but much of the newly 
mined silver was shipped east to replenish the supply diminished by 
the end of the Civil War. The West was awash in precious metal, yet 
precious little of it stayed in the area to become minor coinage. 

The typical surviving 1865-S quarter is well worn, with an 
average certified grade of just 40.1.

This piece is a remarkable combination of both errors in one 
piece. A brockage was created first, then the brockage stuck to the 
upper die, becoming a capped die piece.

There are many types of collectors, a surety of which we 
at Heritage Auctions are keenly aware. As in many collecting 
disciplines, the drive to completion is especially strong among 
numismatists of many stripes. There is, perhaps, no more apt 
demonstration of the effects of that drive than that provided by 
the 1895 Morgan dollar. Series specialists are well aware that no 
circulation strike — not a single one — has ever been recorded, 
despite conflicting and confusing Mint records that seem to 
indicate that 12,000 of the coins were struck. Some numismatists 
such as Roger Burdette have delved extensively into this situation, 
yet the results are inconclusive. 

Of course, it does not help researchers that the only concrete, 
tangible evidence may have been melted. Many millions of Morgan 
dollars were consigned to the Pittman Act furnaces in the years 
after 1918, and the mythical business-strike 1895 Morgans — if any 
— may well have been among them. 

Fortunately for collectors, however, the Mint also struck 880 
proof examples of the 1895 Morgan. We have made a couple of 
points before concerning proof Morgan dollars, namely that any 
Gem proof Morgan is a condition rarity, given their overall low 
mintages and rather careless preservation, and that the 1895 proof 
Morgan is not, in and of itself, any more or less rare in a significant 
way than other proof issues in the series. 

But supply is not the issue; demand is. Since no business strikes 
exist (at least, none are known), collectors fill that empty slot in 
the circulation strikes set with the nicest proof example they can 
afford. And given that circulation-strike Morgan dollars are among 
the most popular series in American numismatics, the proof 1895 
occupies a prime spot on the want lists of far more collectors than 
those who actually possess one. 

The Registry Set phenomenon has served only to redouble 
the drive to completion among the many fans of the Morgan dollar 
series, by combining it with the element of competition. This master 
stroke of the grading services allows collectors not only to compare 
and compete, but to showcase their prizes via photographs and 
Grade Point Averages and to compete for top bragging rights. 

This near-Gem proof Cameo PCGS example of the 1895 
Morgan, with the added CAC approval, is certain to be contested 
by multiple bidders, as always in our auctions. A PR64 Cameo 
NGC-CAC example in our August Signature auction (Heritage, 
8/2013), lot brought $52,875, contested by eight different bidders. 
Looking a bit further back in our Permanent Auction Archives, an 
1895 Morgan in PR64 Cameo PCGS, without the CAC approval, 
brought $54,625 in our Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2011), 
lot 4031, after bids from 18 different bidders. 

We are struck by how few offerings of this coveted proof issue 
there are that occupy the vastly collectible middle ground of this 
piece, comfortably between the lofty top grades of PR67'PR68 
and the lower proof grades, as well as between non-Cameo and 
Deep Cameo contrast levels. Generous field-device contrast is 
the hallmark of this lovely near-Gem, which shows surfaces that 
are largely untoned save for light accents of amber-gold appearing 
sporadically around the rims on each side. The eye appeal is high- 
end for the grade, and we see no marks worthy of singling out; in 
fact, we see no marks of any import, only some scattered, light field 
hairlines. This is an excellent representative of this in-demand 
proof issue, one that could set a new price record for the grade.

Classic California Gold Rush Rarity 



4081 1848 CAL. — Genuine — Cleaned — ANACS. We have 
determined that this piece has AU Details and has been Cleaned. 
This coin nevertheless poses a marvelous bidding opportunity for 
some fortunate collector to own an important piece of American 
numismatic history from the California Gold Rush. The 1848 CAL. 
quarter eagles were all hand-stamped with the CAL. on reverse to 
signify they were the first U.S. coins struck from the newly mined 
gold brought back to Philadelphia for analysis. 

It is absolutely correct to say that these coins, probably more 
so than any other, were the impetus both for the foundation of the 
provisional branch mint in the form of the U.S. Assay Office of 
Gold under the auspices of Moffat & Co., as well as for the later 
establishment of the San Francisco Mint in 1854. 

The 1848 CAL. quarter eagles are considered by most 
numismatists including the present cataloger to be the nation’s 
first commemorative coins, although they are not the first custom - 
designed commemorative issue. Needless to say, this piece, which 
we have determined has AU Details, is a coin with an immense 
amount of “meat on the bones” despite a light cleaning at some 
time in the past. The surfaces are an attractive medium orange-gold 
with light high-point wear; a thin scrape shows just below Liberty’s 
eye, running across the profile, and another thin mark is at the 
lower bust truncation. Other scattered marks are consistent with 
our AU Details assessment. 

The reverse is relatively free of singular marks, and the CAL. 
shows boldly beneath TES. The strike throughout both sides is 
bold.

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4090 1845 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. A magnificently preserved specimen of early (pre-1858) U.S. proof coinage, stunningly contrasted 
between sharply struck, thickly frosted devices and gleaming fields that shift between pale yellow and reflective “black” depending on 
the angle to the light. This piece shows several pedigree markers suggesting that it is the Trompeter coin (see rosters below): a small 
planchet flaw at star 11 on the obverse rim, a similar planchet flake in the space off the upper left (facing) corner of the eagle’s shield 
on the reverse, and the two small, straight lines under the second S in STATES that preclude an even finer designation. 

At least four gold proof sets were struck by the U.S. Mint in 1845, though the reasons for striking and intended recipients are unknown. 
With an 1845 proof quarter eagle in the Mint Cabinet (later the National Numismatic Collection) and this piece being discovered 
along with the other coins in a gold proof set in England in the 1970s, there is appreciable evidence that at least one of the sets was 
meant for a diplomatic visitor, though such evidence is largely circumstantial. 

Also unknown is the number of survivors. Based on the existence of at least four proof 1845 eagles and the fact that two of the three confirmed 
proof 1845 quarter eagles were found in complete proof sets (the third being the Mint Cabinet/National Numismatic Collection specimen), it 
is logical that a fourth (or possibly even fifth) proof 1845 quarter eagle might survive. Garrett and Guth (Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins) and 
the PCGS Population Report both list “4 or 5” survivors, and indeed there are four certification events in the combined certified population, 
though the pattern of certification events (a PR67 Cameo and PR67 Ultra Cameo for NGC against a PR65 and PR65 Deep Cameo for 
PCGS) suggests crossover duplication. For now, though, here are three identified proof 1845 quarter eagles and their known histories.

Only 43 proof 
certification events have been recorded at both major services, 
giving credence to the estimate by Garrett-Guth of “20 or so” 
surviving examples in proof format. The vast majority of the proofs 
known are either non-Cameo or Cameo. 

It is surprising for an issue with such a limited mintage that 
only 16 pieces have been certified with Deep Cameo contrast by 
both services combined. This example has deep, even reddish-gold 
surfaces over each side. A few gradedimiting contact marks appear 
on Liberty’s face and in the right obverse field.

Dannreuther Die State a/b. A small mintage of 6,196 Capped Bust 
Right half eagles was reported in 1796, but it seems likely that many 
of those coins were actually dated 1795. Only a single die variety 
is known with the 1796 date, compared to twelve Small Eagle 
varieties and three Large Eagle varieties dated 1795. The 1796 
obverse is actually an overdate created by punching a 6 over the 
5 in the date of an unused obverse die from the previous year. The 
reverse die was used in 1795, on the very rare BD-12 variety. John 
Dannreuther estimates the actual mintage of the 1796/5 at 1,057- 
2,000 pieces. Probably no more than 80-100 examples are still extant 
in all grades, and specimens in near-Mint condition are quite rare. 

The 1796/5 half eagle was avidly collected by early numismatists, 
and the overdate was noticed at an early date. The cataloger of lot 
871 of the Randall Collection (W. Elliot Woodward, 6/1885) 
described a coin in similar grade to the present piece as, “1796 
Struck over 1795; barely circulated, extremely rare.” Recent 
auction sales include the AU58 PCGS coin in lot 7501 of the 
Chicago Signature (Heritage, 8/2011) that realized $80,615. 

The coin offered here is a delightful high-grade example, with 
just a touch of actual wear on the design elements. The reverse 
die was lapped in its previous use in 1795, resulting in some lack of 
detail in areas like the wreath and peripheral letters, even though 
this coin appears to be well-struck. The attractive greenish-gold 
surfaces show prooflike reflectivity in sheltered areas, with only 
minor signs of contact. This single-variety date is always popular 
with early gold specialists and this lot represents an important 
opportunity for the discerning collector.

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4115 1826 MS65 NGC. BD-1, R.5. Bass-Dannreuther Die State a/c. The 1826 Capped Head half eagle is a rare issue from one of the most 
challenging series in American numismatics. Mint records indicate that 18,069 five dollar gold pieces were struck in 1826, a small mintage 
in absolute terms, but not unusually small in the context of the series. Both David Akers and PCGS estimate only 30-35 examples survive 
today in all grades. Even that tiny estimate may be too large, as NGC has certified only seven coins, all in Mint State grades, while PCGS has 
graded 12 total examples, ranging from AU55 to MS66 (1/14). Several coins are held in institutional collections, with one uncertified example 
in the Smithsonian Institution and another in the Connecticut State Library. Two proof specimens are listed in the literature, one in the 
Smithsonian and another, ex: Waldo Newcomer; Farouk, that is currently untraced. The finest Mint State example, the fabulous MS66 BD-2 
specimen from the David and Sharon Akers Collection, sold in Heritage Auctions’ January 2014 Fun Signature for a record $763,750. 

Two die varieties are known for the date, with this coin representing the rare BD-1 variety, identified by the low position of star 13 and the Large 
Letters reverse. Although the BD-1 is rare in today’s market, it probably accounted for the majority of the reported mintage, as only three examples 
of the other variety (BD-2, Small Letters) are known. This was the only use of the obverse die, but the reverse was previously used to strike the 1820 
BD-4, BD-5, and BD-7 varieties. The reverse die was lapped prior to its use in 1826, resulting in some loss of detail on the eagle’s claws and leaves. A 
small die lump is located between the top branch and the second branch, and another is evident below the leaves, near the rim at 7 o’clock. 

The 1826 Capped Head half eagle has been prized by collectors since the earliest days of the hobby. One early auction appearance was in lot 
1650 of the Fifth Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot Woodward, 10/1864): 

“1826 Splendid impression, nearly proof; exceedingly rare.” 

The lot realized $35.00, a strong price at the time, to J.O. Emery, a New York collector and restaurateur. Because of the 
small mintage, many high-grade 1826 half eagles have prooflike surfaces, as noted in Woodward’s description. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem, probably the second or third-finest known example. The 1826 appears at auction about once 
per year on the average, and we believe this coin is the only MS65-certified example ever offered publicly. The MS66 Akers coin 
mentioned above is the only 1826 half eagle in higher numeric grade that has ever appeared at auction. This coin exhibits razor-sharp 
definition on most design elements, with full star radials and just some slight incompleteness, due to lapping, on the eagle’s claws and 
leaves. The well-preserved greenish-gold surfaces show a few hints of reddish patina, with vibrant mint luster on both sides. No 
mentionable distractions are evident and eye appeal is terrific. This coin should find a home in the finest collection or Registry Set.

Reopened in 1879 after the end of Reconstruction and 
closed in 1909, New Orleans saw its greatest use in striking the 
Morgan dollars mandated by the Bland-Allison Act. In fact, for 
the years 1880 to 1890, it coined the silver dollar denomination 
to the exclusion of all others. After that New Orleans added minor 
silver coinage and ten dollar gold eagles to its output, but the end 
of the Morgan dollar in 1904 and the outdated facilities made the 
New Orleans Mint less and less viable. Coinage ceased after the 
1909 issues and did not resume before minting operations were 
decommissioned in 1911. 

It is precisely because the half eagles and double eagles struck 
in post-Civil War New Orleans were such small afterthoughts that 
they are popular with modern collectors. One such issue is the 
1909-0 half eagle with its self-consciously modern sunken-relief 
design that suggests a future in which the antiquated New Orleans 
Mint had no place. Only 34,200 pieces were struck in the last year 
of operations, and its status as a one-year type coin makes it one of 
the most popular New Orleans issues of any denomination.

Unfortunately, the onset of the Great Depression later in the year 
drastically reduced the need for cash in the shrinking economy and 
few people needed five dollar coins in the following years. Most 
of the 1929 half eagles were still languishing in the vaults when 
President Franklin Roosevelt issued his Gold Recall in 1933. The 
coins were easily rounded up and turned in to the government, to 
be melted into gold ingots and stored at Fort Knox in later years. 

The 1929 Indian half eagle has always been an elusive date, 
and collectors began to take notice of the issue in the 1940s. In lot 
345 of his April 1949 Charles W. Green Collection, B. Max Mehl 
noted the following: 

“1929 U.S. $5.00 Gold. Last year of issue. Extremely rare, 
far more so than is generally recognized. It was only in 
recent years that the rarity of this coin was recognized or 
discovered. In fact, as recently as only 1944, it cataloged 
at $25.00, but in March of the same year, 1944, a specimen 
brought $225.00 at auction. And in December of the same 
year, 1944, another specimen which appeared at auction, 
brought $375.00. The next specimen to be offered was in 

1946 when it brought $475.00. The last specimen I offered 
was in my Sale of the Geiss Collection held in February of 

1947 where it sold for $365.00. It was not as choice as the 
specimen here offered. This coin is in absolutely uncircu- 
lated condition. One of the rarest of our HalTEagles and a 
future really great rarity.” 

The lot realized $365, the same total as the coin in the Geiss 
sale. Recent auction appearances include the MS64 PCGS coin 
in lot 4501 of the ANA Auction (Stack’s Bowers, 8/2013) that 
realized $70,500. 

The coin offered here is an attractive Choice specimen with 
vivid orange-gold surfaces that show only minor signs of contact. 
The design elements are well-detailed and vibrant mint luster 
radiates from both sides. Eye appeal is outstanding. The 1929 is 
very rare in grades above the MS64 level and PCGS has graded 
only eight coins in higher numeric grades (1/14).

Bass-Dannreuther Die State b/b. Although the United States Mint 
was established in 1792, no gold coinage was issued until 1795. 
There were several reasons for the delay, including the high bonds 
Congress required several key employees to post and the lack of 
a dependable source of gold. Fortunately, Congress lowered the 
bonds required for the chief coiner and assayer in 1794, and enough 
gold was deposited by banks, merchants, and wealthy individuals 
in 1795 to make a small mintage of gold coins practical. Mint 
Director Henry William DeSaussure made gold coinage a priority 
after he took office in 1795, and the first delivery of half eagles was 
accomplished on July 31. 

Ten dollar gold coinage followed in September, and a total 
of 5,583 eagles was struck in 1795, with five die varieties known 
for the date. This coin represents the scarce BD-4 variety, the 
only variety where the 5 in the date does not touch the bust. The 
BD-4 has a surviving population of just 60-80 examples in all 
grades and probably accounted for 850-1,500 pieces of the reported 
mintage. This was the only use of the obverse die but the reverse 
was also used to strike the 1795 BD-5 variety. 

The present coin is sharply detailed in most areas, with just 
a touch of softness on the central reverse. Some light planchet 
adjustment marks are visible on the eagle’s breast and in several 
locations around the reverse rim, but the only contact mark worth 
mentioning is a short scratch below the eagle’s right (facing) wing. 
The antique-gold surfaces retain much original mint luster, but 
some signs of light cleaning are evident, and there is some evidence 
of tooling in the obverse field. This piece is still an attractive 
example, despite the noted flaws, and should find a home in a fine 
collection of early U.S. gold.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State 
d (early)/c (early). We can clearly place the striking of the 
1796-dated eagles to an approximate timeframe, sometime 
after Tennessee was admitted to the Union on June 1, 1796, as 
all examples of these coins bear 16 stars, arranged 8 left, 8 right. 
Only a single die pair was employed, so the 16 Stars obverse is 
sufficient to attribute the 1796 BD-1 variety. The Small Eagle 
reverse was, however, also carried over to strike the 1797 Small 
Eagle coins (BD-1), the obverse with the unusual, awkward, but 
nifty arrangement of the stars placed 12 left, 4 right. 

The mintage of 1796 eagles is given as 4,146 pieces, but some 
of the 1796-dated eagles could have been struck in calendar-year 
1797, just as some of the 1795-dated eagles could have been struck 
in calendar-year 1796. Nonetheless, the 1796 and 1797 Small Eagle 
varieties, each struck from a single die pair, are far more elusive 
overall than the 1795 Small Eagle, which has five die marriages. 

John Dannreuther makes an excellent point in his early gold 
reference that the 1796 and 1797 Small Eagle coins, in addition to 
being single-year varieties, are also distinct subtypes; the 1796, as 
mentioned, has the 8x8 star arrangement and the 1797 the 12x4 
stars, and both years share the same Small Eagle reverse die in the 
11 Leaves style, unique to those two years. 

This Choice AU NGC-graded 1796 ten shows appealing 
yellow-gold color with a few minor marks but no major distractions, 
the surfaces original and retaining some buildup around the device 
edges. The vertical obverse die crack is perceptible from the field 
beneath E down to the bottom of the bust, but the vertical crack 
through the I of LIBERTY is in the early stages; so also is the 
reverse crack from the right side of O to the wreath. 

These early gold pieces are always the subject of intense demand 
from numerous collector segments, and this attractive Choice AU 
example should attract a variety of eager bidders.

Bass-Dannreuther 
Die State b/b. The 1797 Small Eagle ten dollar pieces are among 
the present cataloger’s favorite varieties of early gold. What were 
they thinking? Even though both the 1796 and 1797 Small Eagle 
tens display 16 stars on the obverse, the 1796 type shows the stars 
arranged nicely and symmetrically, 8 left, 8 right. The 1797 Small 
Eagle tens show a bizarre, lopsided appearance that is unique in 
early American numismatics, 12 stars crowding the left periphery 
so much that star 1 collides with the date, while 4 stars line the 
right periphery, leaving much “white space” between the lowest star 
and the date. 

The 1795 Small Eagle tens show the stars arranged 10 left, 5 
right, but in mid'1796 Tennessee joined the Union as the 16th 
state, necessitating the 16 Star arrangement before the Mint 
wisely chose to revert to the “original 13” star layout for (most) 
subsequent coinage. 

If one tries to visualize how the 1797 tens would appear without 
star 1 bumping into the date, the arrangement would not be so bad, 
but that lowest-left star ruins any attempt to escape strangeness. 

As we mentioned on the 1796 Small Eagle from the same 
consignor, the 1796 and 1797 issues are both distinct subtypes in 
U.S. coinage; they share the same reverse, in fact, although it is of 
the 11 Leaves type rather than the 9 Leaves and 13 Leaves reverses 
seen on the 1795 Small Eagle issues. 

This Choice XF NGC-certified piece shows attractive golden- 
orange color with some deeper brownish-gold areas around the 
rims. The branching die cracks below star 16 on the obverse are 
accompanied by a small patch of scratches in the field before 
Liberty’s throat, with another small patch out from the chin near 
star 14. Neither patch is overt or overly distracting. The reverse 
displays a few scattered, small dark flecks, and diagonal planchet 
adjustment marks appear through the eagle’s breast and left leg. 
Much original surface remains on both sides of this appealing and 
quite rare early gold eagle.

The mintage of 1800 eagles was recorded at 5,999 pieces, 
but it is more available than that figure would indicate, and die¬ 
state evidence shows that some of the 1800-dated eagles were 
actually struck after the BD-1 variety of 1801. The 1800 BD-1 
used a reverse die carried over from the 1799 BD-10 die marriage. 
The obverse here shows a couple of light die cracks — one from 
the rim to the top of the cap, a second heavier crack through 
LIBE — and the reverse displays a fine die crack through the 
olive leaves, berry, claw, and tail feathers at the lower right. The 
surfaces on this piece are bright yellow-gold primarily, with some 
lilac accents scattered about on the reverse.

The 
quintessential type coin, this plentiful variety is seen more often 
than any other early eagle. Considerable luster remains on the 
satiny light yellow surfaces, subdued only be faint hairlines that 
suggests it was once cleaned.

The Bass-Dannreuther early gold reference calls this BD-5 
variety “1803 Large Reverse Stars, Extra Star” to point that it is one 
of several Large Reverse Stars die marriages. For all the 1803 eagles, 
there are four Small Reverse Stars die marriages, BD-1 through 
BD-4, and two Large Reverse Stars pairings, the BD-5 and BD-6. 

PCGS calls this variety, more elegantly, simply “1803 Extra 
Star.” The NGC tag label reads “1803 14'Star Reverse.” In any 
case, this is an intriguing and puzzling variety. John Dannreuther 
points out in his early gold reference work that the BD-5 die variety 
was known previously, but “the curious 14th star seems to have 
been discovered by Harry Bass.” 

How this strange variety was created is anyone’s guess, but it 
could be simply a misplaced star punch, or one that was simply 
dropped onto the die by accident. The star is entirely contained 
within the borders of the last star on the right, and as such, 
apparently remained unnoticed until it was spotted by the sharp 
eyes of Harry W. Bass, Jr. 

This MS62 NGC-certified example shows a strike that is 
exceptionally bold overall, save for faint softness showing on the 
eagle’s breast feathers just above the shield. A noticeable mark 
appears in the obverse field near Liberty’s nose and a few faint 
adjustment marks on the reverse, with one scratch running from 
the arrows into the shield. Scattered light marks occur elsewhere 
on attractive orange-gold surfaces. 

This piece is among the few finest survivors of this scarce variety, 
a coin that should be contested by multiple bidders when it crosses 
the auction block.

4150 1804 Crosslet 4 AU55 PCGS. BD-1, High R.4. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State obverse unlisted (late)/b. The Crosslet 4 
date characteristic is sufficient to identify the Bass-Dannreuther 
die variety, as the Plain 4 eagles dated 1804 were struck in 1834 or 
early 1835 for inclusion in the famous presentation proof sets that 
went to foreign dignitaries. Those sets, including the King of Siam 
and Muscat of Oman proof sets, famously included the “King of 
American Coins,” the 1804 Original silver dollars. 

The association with the 1804 dollars has made the 1804'dated 
eagles — both Crosslet 4 and Plain 4 varieties — justly famous, but 
they certainly stand on their own merits as well. The 1804 eagles, 
save for the Plain 4 exception already noted, were the last of the 
denomination (at least, when one is looking at date order) struck 
for circulation until the series resumed with a reduced gold content 
in 1838. President Thomas Jefferson ordered that the Mint cease 
the striking of gold eagles and silver dollars as of year-end 1804. 

Regardless, the Mint, true to character, paid no heed to the dates 
stamped into serviceable dies, and die-state evidence shows that 
some 1803-dated eagles were struck after the 1804 Crosslet 4 coins. 
The obverse of the BD-1 1804 Crosslet 4 is a new die, of course, but 
the reverse was a carryover from the exceedingly rare 1803 BD-6 
die variety, of which but a handful of survivors are known today. 

The reverse die shows the first A in AMERICA free of the eagle’s 
wing, light repunching on the base of the first T in STATES, and a 
Mint-made repair on the inner-right serif of the adjacent A. 

In the die state of the present Choice AU PCGS-certified 
piece, light die cracks run through UNIT and from U to the tail 
and the last A in AMERICA; on the obverse, a crack runs from 
star 1 to 18 in the date, and another joins stars 11-13 to the bust 
tip (unlisted in Bass-Dannreuther). This piece shows golden-yellow 
and orange-yellow patina with a few scattered, light abrasions, 
nothing overt. Some fairly light planchet adjustment marks run 
diagonally through the shield and the left-side clouds on the 
reverse, and the strike is weak on the lower-left claw, arrow shafts, 
and shield border nearby. The strike is sharp on the lower-left 
obverse stars and the rear hair curls which are generously detailed, 
but somewhat soft on the forward tresses and the eye and facial 
features, opposite the adjustment marks on the reverse. A beautiful 
example of this historic eagle issue, one that will not be improved 
upon without much effort.

4178 1864-S XF45 PCGS. The 1864-S eagle is a marvelously rare issue 
in the long Liberty Head series, one that is far rarer even than the 
small mintage figure of 2,500 pieces would suggest. Of all the gold 
coins issued in this year, only the double eagles were struck in 
significant quantity, specifically in the hundreds of thousands of 
pieces each in Philadelphia and San Francisco. 

If you see an 1864-dated gold coin of any other denomination 
than the double eagle, nab it if you possibly can. All are rarities. 
Philadelphia struck the gold dollar in the amount of 5,300 pieces 
for circulation, and the quarter eagle 2,824 coins. The three dollar 
gold and half eagle from Philadelphia saw coinages of 2,630 and 
4,170 pieces for circulation, respectively, and the Philadelphia 
eagle was struck in the amount of 3,530 pieces. 

In the case of the San Francisco Mint, it struck only the three 
largest gold denominations, from the half eagle through double 
eagle. As mentioned, the double eagle was a generous production 
of 793,660 pieces, but the 1864-S half eagle saw a mintage of 3,888 
coins, and the 1864-S eagle 2,500 coins. 

All of the foregoing makes the 1864-S eagle the lowest- 
mintage gold coin issue from the crucial Civil War year of 1864 

— lower, even, than the three dollar gold issue, from a series widely 
renowned for its low mintages. Compounding the issue’s rarity is 
that most example circulated extensively, to the point that the 
average certified survivor — of which there are few in any grade 

— is only VF35 or a tad better. Mint State examples are unknown, 
and AU coins are extremely elusive. 

This is the second example of the 1864-S eagle to be offered in 
the Bently Collection. The first, an XF45 NGC-certified example, 
brought a staggering $99,875 in our recently concluded FUN

The 1870-CC eagle is, of course, 
the first issue from the Carson City Mint in the long-running 
Liberty Head eagle series. It was struck in the small amount of 
5,908 coins, and it is generally considered to be the rarest eagle 
issue from Carson City. 

The association with the fabled Carson City Mint and the 
cachet that comes along from that and its first-year status sustain 
the 1870-CC eagle and keep it perennially popular. Another factor 
that also works in its favor is the great rarity of and demand for its 
double eagle counterpart, struck to the extent of 3,789 pieces. Doug 
Winter writes of the 1870-CC eagle in his 2001 work, Gold Coins of 
the Carson City Mint: 

“Six Carson City eagles have lower mintage figures than 
the 1870-CC, but this is still clearly the rarest eagle from 
this mint. It is also the rarest Carson City eagle in terms of 
high grade rarity. At one time, in fact, I regard this as the 
single rarest gold coin from this mint, eclipsing even the 
more famous (and considerably more expensive) 1870-CC 
double eagle. This coin’s indisputable rarity and its status 
as the first gold issue struck at the Carson City mint should 
make it one of the most desirable 19th century United 
States gold coins. Yet this is a curiously overlooked and, in 
my opinion, undervalued issue.” 

This piece shows deep orange-gold color on surfaces that are 
fairly well-struck and rather lightly abraded, far nicer than most 
survivors of the issue.

This piece is tied for second finest with 10 others seen at both 
services combined, and only one Mint State coin is known. Each 
side displays rich reddish-gold color and numerous small abrasions 
are scattered about, none of which merit individual mention.

Possibly a Circulated Proof Example 
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4201 1875 AU50 PCGS. The 1875 Liberty eagle is a welLknown — some might even say legendary — rarity in the ten dollar Coronet 
series. It is so rare that few collectors or dealers have ever seen one. Only 100 business strikes were originally produced plus 
20 proofs. Although David Akers estimated only five or six business-strike examples survive in all grades, our roster below includes 14 
different coins. Some pieces, including the present coin, may actually be circulated proofs. 

Even though PCGS has certified this piece as an AU50, we believe it may be a circulated proof. The fields still retain a significant amount 
of reflectivity around the devices (although this by itself is certainly not evidence of its proof status). However, the left base of the 1 in the 
date is positioned over the left edge of a dentil; and on the reverse, the top of the second stripe is weak, two of Walter Breen’s diagnostics for 
proofs. In an earlier appearance in the Four Landmark Collections, this coin was graded PR50 by Bowers and Merena. A planchet flake is 
seen on the upper portion of Liberty’s neck and is mostly surrounded by a deeper coppery patina. The surfaces show the usual number of small 
abrasions and handling marks one expects from any coin that has seen 10 points of wear. The only mark of any significance is in the upper left 
obverse field, extending downward from the juncture of Liberty’s forecurl and the bottom of the coronet. Rich red and lilac coloration is seen 
over each side.

The 1883-0 eagle is the rarest New Orleans 
eagle, according to Doug Winter, who ranks it first in overall rarity 
as well as first in high-grade rarity in his series reference on New 
Orleans Mint gold coins (second edition, 2006). Of the 800 pieces 
originally struck, Winter estimates that today 35 to 45 pieces 
survive in all grades, and perhaps six to nine pieces in high grades 
(AU50 and above). 

The certified population data for this issue must be viewed 
guardedly, as it a virtual certainty that they are littered with 
resubmissions, crackouts, and duplicates. They are best viewed as 
merely another data point in determining the real rarity of the issue. 
For what it is worth, NGC shows three submissions in the AU55 
grade of the present piece, with five finer (1/14). PCGS shows 
one in AU55 and four finer. The finest certified are four AU58 
submissions at PCGS, and one MS61 at NGC. 

A more telling data point is likely the frequency of auction 
appearances. Our most recent offering of an 1883-0 eagle in AU55 
was at our FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2011), lot 5209, where 
another AU55 NGC example brought $63,250. In March 2011, 
Stacks Bowers offered an AU53 NGC example, lot 6741, which 
brought $67,333.

After a limited production of 
the rare Wire and Rolled Rim “Periods” variants, the gold Eagle 
received a final design modification by Charles Barber resulting in 
the regular-issue No Periods design. 239,400 pieces were produced 
in late 1907. Although not a rare issue in circulated and lower 
Uncirculated grades, Gem or finer pieces are scarce and highly 
desired by type and date collectors. 

This piece displays brilliant, yellow-gold mint luster and a bold 
strike for the issue, although Barber’s modifications and the high, 
rolled edges resulted in some striking weakness on the Indian’s 
feather vanes. The eagle is bold and fully feathered. A few tiny 
abrasions do not detract from the technical grade or the appeal of 
this radiant, Premium Gem ten dollar gold.

Absolute and Condition Rarity 
Among the Finest Known 
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4244 1920-S MS65 NGC. The 1920-S ten dollar gold is acknowledged as the third rarest date of the series, only trailing the 1933 and the 1907 Rolled Rim 
issues. Few examples survive in any condition despite a relatively generous mintage of 126,500 pieces. Many exist in circulated grades, indicating at least 
a portion of the mintage was released into general circulation. Since there is little evidence the date was heavily exported (no hoards of the date have 
been discovered in Europe or South America), it is likely the majority of the mintage was melted under terms of the 1933 Gold Recall Act. 

In Select Mint State or finer, the 1920-S issue is a classic example of condition rarity. In fact, it is the premier condition rarity in the entire Indian 
Head eagle series, with fewer examples known and graded MS63 and higher than any other issue. A review of the most recent population data from 
PCGS and NGC shows that in grades of MS63 and higher, the condition rarity ranking of the top five issues in the series is: 1920-S; 1933; 1913-S; 
1911-D; and 1907 Rolled Rim. In this ranking, the 1920-S is approximately 20% rarer than the next-rarest issue, the 1933. When considering the 
condition rarity ranking in grades of MS64 and higher, the order changes to: 1920-S; 1911-D and 1913-S (tie); 1933; and 1907 Rolled Rim. In this 
ranking, the 1920-S is significantly rarer than the next three, which are virtually equal, and more than five times rarer than the 1907 Rolled Rim. This 
analysis clearly shows why the appearance at auction of a high-grade 1920-S ten always generates excitement among prospective bidders. 

In all, the combined totals for PCGS and NGC are six 1920-S examples certified in MS65, two pieces in MS66, and one Superb Gem 
in MS67+: the Duckor example, which sold for $1,725 million in our 2007 Charlotte National Money Show. 

While the current coin is not the equal of that amazing specimen (the Duckor coin is by far the finest known), this MS65 piece is comparable to 
other high-ranking coins in the Condition Census, including the Kutasi coin, the Bartle Family Collection coin, the Thaine B. Price coin, and the 
Einstein Collection coin. 

Perhaps the most impressive characteristic of this particular piece is its rich, abiding color and overall eye appeal. The 
surfaces display a pleasing, honey-gold patina with reddish-gold accents and a touch of lime-green at the margins. There are 
no singularly mentionable abrasions on the frosty surfaces — rather, the most noticeable pedigree marker is a short, shallow 
contact mark at the curve of Liberty’s chin. Bright, frosted mint luster is plentiful and radiant. 

The coin is well-struck on the obverse except for Liberty’s hair and the TY in LIBERTY. Based on a study of all auction appearances since the 
year 2000, at least two-thirds of all 1920-S eagles show weakness and underlying planchet roughness on the word LIBERTY and in the surrounding 
hair detail. The reverse of this coin is also generally well-struck, including better-than-average detail on the eagle’s trailing leg feathers and talons. 
Weakness on the reverse is diagnostic of every example of this issue that we have seen, even when the strike elsewhere is above average. 

At the present time, 105 pieces of the issue have been certified in all grades by PCGS and NGC combined (1/14), split almost evenly 
between circulated examples and Mint State ones. Most circulated examples are at the high end of the scale, AU55 to 58, while most of the 
Uncirculated ones are at the low end of the Mint State scale, MS60 to 63. Allowing for an unknown but presumably small number of examples 
that exist but have not been certified, as well as for duplication among those that have already been graded, a reasonable estimate of the total 
number of examples of this issue in existence would be in the range of 115-135 pieces at most, and that estimate actually may be high.

The 1907 Rolled Rim, Periods production was nearly entirely 
melted, too, but that occurred the same year of mintage in 1907, 
apparently at the insistence of Charles Barber, who felt design 
changes were needed and proceeded to melt the offending coins. 

The 1930-S had its production of 96,000 pieces melted to the 
extent that only a few hundred coins survive in all conditions. 
This example is an attractive, apricot-gold color with brilliant, 
lustrous surfaces. It is boldly struck and, if circulated at all, the rub 
is minimal. Rather, a series of shallow scrapes appear in the left 
obverse field to result in the assigned grade. Despite the abrasions, 
this is an appealing example of an incredibly in-demand Eagle 
rarity.

The 1887 has 
a low survival rate, suggesting that some of these coins were never 
released and were later melted. Given the fact that there are around 
25-30 survivors, it would seem logical that 50 or so pieces were lost 
to collectors in this manner. Undoubtedly, some coins were later 
spent by their owners, as proof double eagles carried extremely low 
premiums in the late 19th and early 20th centuries. The temptation 
to spend the coins must have been great during hard economic times 
when 20 dollars went a long way toward paying for basic necessities. 
A number of coins are known today in impaired condition, and 
some were undoubtedly melted after the Gold Recall of 1933.

Unc Details. Rim filing is a curious practice, and one that is seen 
all too often on 19th century coins. This High Relief, as well as 
others we have seen, confirms that the practice continued into 
the 20th century. Apparently most of the people who handled 
circulating gold coins didn’t think to look at the rims and accepted 
coins at face value rather than thinking of their intrinsic worth. 
The person who did the filing apparently thought, “Who will 
notice?” and they were correct. One would assume the person doing 
the filing would accumulate a significant amount of gold if he/she 
were a person handling numerous coins, such a bank teller. This 
piece has the filing almost exclusively limited to the obverse. It 
has reduced the wire rim, but left the interior portions of the coin 
nicely preserved. The satiny mint luster is intact and shows just the 
slightest tinge of reddish patina. The only mentionable contact 
marks on the interior of the coin are a series of abrasions or luster 
grazes over the rays of the sun on the lower reverse.

The Philadelphia double 
eagles of 1909 are unusual in that they are split almost evenly into 
Normal Date and Overdate varieties. The total mintage of only 
161,282 business strikes is consistent with the typical die life for 
two double eagle obverses, one correct and the other erroneous. 
The 1909/8 overdate naturally enjoys a measure of popularity 
because of its error status (and its inclusion in the Guide Book as the 
only overdate in its series), but the premium it commands relative 
to the normal date is not strong until the Mint State grades. 

The premium rises rapidly within that adjectival tier, from a small 
but significant percentage in MS60 to a near-doubling in MS63. At 
the Gem tier the 1909/8 is a condition rarity in its own right, further 
complicating collector efforts to own a high-grade representative. 
Examples this fine seldom change hands via auction more than 
once or twice a year and the ambitious Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
enthusiast should recognize this coin for the opportunity it is. 

The most obvious asset of this piece, besides its impressive 
preservation, is its distinctive color, a mix of apricot-gold and paler 
yellows.

The population drops off 
drastically at the MS65 level, however, at which point the 1913 
becomes one of the leading condition rarities of the entire series. 
The 1913 is actually more elusive in Gem-or-better grades than 
more famous dates like the 1929, 1931 and 1932. 

Because of the high intrinsic value of each individual coin, 
collecting date runs of business-strike double eagles was virtually 
unheard of in the early 20th century. A few collectors, like Virgil 
Brand, did acquire proof examples from the Philadelphia Mint 
every year to keep their collections current, but few regular-issue 
examples were saved. It was only in the late 1930s, when clever 
numismatists like Louis Eliasberg and Dr. Charles W. Green began 
to save large denomination gold coins as a legal means of investing 
in gold that the collection of double eagles became widespread. 
The 1913 double eagle had been circulating for two decades before 
this interest developed, explaining why so few high-quality pieces 
were saved for present-day collectors. When B. Max Mehl offered 
Dr. Green’s example of the 1913 in lot 787 of his April 1949 mail 
bid sale, it realized $50.50, considered a good price at the time.

The luster remains fresh and full, with the desirable radiance 
attendant to this coining era. Bright yellow-gold dominates the 
surfaces, and there are no significant or distracting marks to report. 
For identification purposes, there is a nick on Liberty’s left leg, 
midway up her calf. The eagle is wonderfully clean for the grade, 
with minimal signs of contact.

4323 1920-S MS61 PCGS. CAC. The 1920-S is one of the keys to 
the series of Saint-Gaudens twenties, and it is a prized find in any 
grade. A previous estimate by Breen (1988) of “Probably 8-12 
survive” is woefully inadequate; nevertheless, most collectors have 
never seen, much less owned a 1920-S. A more realistic estimate is 
somewhere around 55-60 examples are extant today in the various 
grades of Uncirculated. This estimate underscores the scarcity of 
this issue, which was absent from the usual hoards from Europe or 
South America. Apparently the 1920-S was struck, a number were 
released into circulation, most were set aside in government vaults, 
apparently none were exported, and what was not distributed or sold 
in the early 1920s appears to have been melted in the mid-1950s. 

This is an attractive example, especially for the grade. Numerous 
small to mid-sized abrasions seem to be the primary deterrent to a 
higher grade. The surfaces display pleasing, although somewhat 
muted mint frost. Both sides also possess rich reddish-golden 
coloration—a deeper hue than the often-seen orange-gold color, 
and certainly different from the green-gold pieces that are known. 
The strike on this coin is somewhat atypical, as the Capitol building, 
Liberty’s toes, and the breast feathers on the eagle are all strongly 
defined. Only the nose of Liberty shows any weakness. 

This coin represents the opportunity for the collector of Saint- 
Gaudens twenties to acquire this key issue in solid Uncirculated 
condition.

Gaudens double eagles was achieved by the San Francisco Mint in 
1924, but only 259,000 examples were officially released. Most of 
the coins released were used in foreign trade. The balance of the 
mintage was melted and stored as ingots in Fort Knox after the 
Gold Recall of 1933. 

The issue was extremely rare in the 1940s, and the 1924-S was 
regarded as the rarest date of the series. In the Dr. Charles W. Green 
Collection (B. Max Mehl, 4/1949), lot 879, the cataloger reported, 
“To the best of my knowledge, only three specimens are known to 
exist.” In the 1950s and 1960s, numerous examples used in foreign 
trade were discovered in European banks, and the 1924'S was 
demoted from the “rarest of the rare” to the scarce category. Most 
examples recovered in recent decades were in MS63 and lower 
grades. Near-Gem and finer examples are still challenging today. 

The present coin exhibits extraordinary mint luster, with 
intermingled rose and lilac color on each side. The surfaces are 
lightly abraded for the grade. Overall visual appeal is strong, as 
attested by the CAC sticker. PCGS has graded three numerically 
finer examples (1/14).

In the 1930s and 1940s it was 
considered to be extremely rare with fewer than 10 pieces known, 
but over time examples were discovered in overseas bank vaults. 
Still, NGC and PCGS report a combined population of only 281 
coins — a minuscule figure compared to tens of thousands for other 
dates in this series (1/14). The 1926-D remains a very scarce coin. 

Reddish-gold patina drapes the surfaces of this attractive 
representative. Scattered grade-defining abrasions are seen on both 
sides, but none are particularly bothersome.

The 1929 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle claims a mintage of nearly 1.8 million 
pieces but only 25,170 examples were officially released into 
circulation. The Great Depression started in 1929 and few twenty 
dollar coins were needed in the shrinking economy. The rest of 
the large mintage was held in banks and Treasury vaults to act as 
currency reserves. After the Gold Recall of 1933, the great majority 
of the mintage was melted and stored as gold bars in the Fort Knox 
Bullion Repository. Only a few hundred specimens survive today. 

The present coin offers sharply detailed design elements and 
vibrant mint luster throughout. The orange and rose-gold surfaces 
show few signs of contact but an unnatural sheen is evident, 
indicative of a light cleaning.

First of the Late-Date Saints 



4334 1929 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. The 1929 Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle is the first date in the famous group of “late-date Saints” 
that includes five of the rarest and most valuable issues of the 
series (1929, 1930-S, 1931, 1931-D, and 1932). Historically, many 
collections of Saint-Gaudens double eagles have stopped with the 
1928 issue. While the 1929 is definitely the most available coin 
of this illustrious group, it is still quite elusive, and has much in 
common with the other challenging dates in this quintet. 

All the issues at the end of the Saint-Gaudens series owe their 
rarity to the Gold Recall of 1933, and the subsequent melts of 
the mid-1930s. The 1929 claims a substantial mintage of nearly 
1.8 million pieces, but the coins were intended as currency 
reserves, and few examples were ever released into circulation. 
Research by Dr. Charles W. Green in the 1940s indicates only 
25,170 coins were actually “put out” through official channels. The 
great majority of the mintage remained stored in Treasury vaults 
and Federal Reserve Banks until 1933, when they were easily 
gathered up and melted into gold bars. From the modest total of 
coins released into circulation it is doubtful that more than 300- 
400 examples survive today in all grades. A few Premium Gem 
specimens have been certified, but the 1929 is actually much rarer 
in MS66 than its 1931 or 1932 counterparts. The 1929 is most 
often seen in grades between MS60 and MS64. 

The 1929 was extremely rare in the 1930s and 1940s, and 
auction appearances were few-and-far-between. The first 
appearance of the 1929 that we have been able to locate was in 
Sale 416 (Morgenthau, 6/1940), lot 61. Of all the “late-dates,” only 
the 1930-S had not been publicly offered by that time. A number 
of hoards that surfaced in foreign holdings over the years included 
some examples of the 1929, but the number was never large, and 
the issue remains quite scarce today. Recent auction sales include 
the spectacular MS66 PCGS coin in lot 4508 of the Long Beach 
signature (Heritage, 9/2008) that realized $184,000. 

The present coin is a high-end Choice example, with sharply 
detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster throughout. The 
well-preserved yellow-gold surfaces show some highlights of rose and 
a few minor digs in the right obverse field are all that prevent an even 
higher grade.

4335 1931 MS63 PCGS. Opinions vary regarding the rarity of the 
1931 relative to the 1929, 1930-S, and 193I'D. In an absolute 
sense, the 1931 is more difficult to locate than the 1929 across 
virtually all grades. Some experts feel that, in terms of total number 
of coins known, it is also scarcer than the 193I'D and 1932. As a 
Gem, the 1931 appears to be more plentiful than the 1929, 1930- 
S, and 193I'D, but less available than the 1932. Such debates, 
however, are largely academic, since the 1931 ranks among the 
keys to the 20th century U.S. gold series in any condition. As 
noted by Garrett and Guth, “Virtually the entire mintage was 
wiped out, leaving perhaps 200 to 300 surviving pieces.” 

Most known examples of the 1931 are sharply struck, and the 
present Select representative is no exception. Liberty’s portrait, the 
eagle’s feathers, and the peripheral devices are all crisply defined. 
The surfaces show lovely rich coloration and a pleasing satiny 
sheen. The reverse is practically immaculate and from an early die 
state, judging by the lack of the die crack that bisects the eagle’s 
beak on most 1931 double eagles. 

There are a few minor marks on the obverse, the most 
noticeable of which resides in the right field area, below Liberty’s 
elbow. Despite these flaws, the eye appeal is largely unaffected. 
While copper stains are common on this issue, the present example 
has entirely avoided this unsightly tendency, one of the reasons 
that this Select representative boasts a level of visual appeal that 
definitely seems exceptional for the MS63 grade level. An exciting 
opportunity for the discerning 20th century gold enthusiast.

A group of 
Mormon soldier-pioneers, who had left a Midwestern settlement to 
fight on the American side in the Mexican-American War, were 
part of the first wave of miners during the California Gold Rush, 
and they were also among the first to leave; as Emily Mullins notes 
in the November 21, 2005 Coin World article “Mormons Strike 
Gold!”, "... rather than becoming swept up in gold rush fever, the 
Mormons simply found enough gold to comprise a small fortune 
and complete [sic] the trip back to the Great Salt Lake Valley.” 

Much of that gold was in the form of dust, a time-honored 
but inconvenient method of carrying such precious material, and 
though measured-out parcels of gold dust served as money for 
some time, the leaders of the settlement sought the materials 
and equipment necessary to turn the gold into more convenient 
coinage. An interesting parallel can be made to the early coinage 
of the United States; though the devices used in each case were 
simple, rendered in low relief, and not particularly artistic, they 
were successful in communicating the ideals of the issuing authority. 
Both the crowned eye and the clasped hands on the coinages of 
1849-1850 are richly evocative of the Mormons’ spiritual aims. 

Much of the early Mormon coinage was melted down or worn 
beyond recognition, leaving relatively few survivors even in better 
circulated grades. The five dollar coin of 1849 is a rarity in any 
condition, much less near-Mint as the present piece is. Warmly 
lustrous yellow-gold surfaces show glimpses of orange. Minimally 
marked with soft detail on the hands, as usual.

The 1860 Mormon 
five dollar pieces are important not only numismatically but also 
culturally, since they are among the few 19th century appearances 
of the Deseret alphabet surviving to the present day. 

As was the case with the earlier Mormon money, there was 
considerable mistrust of the new coins outside the religious 
community. Donald Kagin’s Private Gold Coins and Patterns of 
the United States reprints an order posted at Camp Floyd in Utah 
Territory on January 10, 1860, that reads in part: 

“... there is a large amount of gold coins—several thousands 
of dollars, purported to be worth five dollars, commonly 
called ‘Mormon Coin,’ about to be put in circulation ... As 
this coin is understood to be worth only (about) 4 1/2 dol¬ 
lars, the Commanding Officer recommended to the soldiers 
not to receive it for more than the sum, and better still, not 
to take it at all.” 

Today, of course, the Mormon five dollar pieces of 1860 are 
highly desirable members of the Territorial gold family. This orange - 
gold example is luminous and vibrant, though a number of wispy 
abrasions and a few deeper marks affect each side. Unusually high- 
grade for the issue.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

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HOWTO COLLECT RARE BOOKS 


Books and manuscripts were among the first objects that collectors 
valued highly based on scarcity. Cicero and Atticus were rare book 
collectors. By 1824, the word "bibliophile" had been coined to describe 
the love of accumulating books. In 1884, J.P. Morgan set a record when 
he purchased a 1459 Mainz Psalter for $24,750—more than $600,000 in 
today's dollars. 



"There's still a strong market for antiquarian books," says Heritage 
Auctions Director of Rare Books James Gannon, "but these days the 
strongest growth is in genre fiction—especially fantasy and science- 
fiction—and children's books. Books about travel and voyages are also 
popular. In 2011, a set of nine volumes on the travels of Captain James 
Cook brought more than $33,000." 

As with any category of collecting, Gannon advises buyers not to focus 
on profit and instead to collect based on passion. However, he does 
have one bit of investment-grade advice: focus on buying the best 
available copies of any book because, in the long run, top-condition 
copies rise in value more rapidly than lesser examples. While that may 
mean a smaller collection in the beginning, it will be a better collection 
for it. 

"Buy the best copy you can afford," he advises. "It's about accepting 
less of something better." 

Gannon believes the outlook for rare books—antiquarian and modern— 
remains positive. "Over the past decade, eBay and Amazon.corn's forays into 
used books have driven down prices of common items, but that transformation 
is now reflected in prices, and further value erosion seems unlikely." 

And once you've started to accumulate a collection? Now more than ever, 
decorators are recognizing the value of beautiful books in design. As Henry 
Ward Beecher once wrote, "Books are not made for furniture, but there is nothing 
else that so beautifully furnishes a house." Consider picking up a copy of House 
Beautiful's book, Decorating With Books. Avoid shelving books too tightly together 

and use acid-free clear covers to protect the dust jackets. For especially rare volumes, consider a bookcase with a glass front.

Importance. How did the publication of the book impact history, politics, literature, the history of ideas, the development of culture or a 
literary movement, etc.? The bigger the impact, usually, the more valuable the book. 


Edition. People want the first version of the book, despite, and in many cases, because of any defects in the book's printing. Printing errors 
in first editions can result in a book being worth many times what a second or corrected edition is worth. 


Rarity. How many copies were printed of an important book? Of those, how many survive? How many are available in the public market, 
and are not locked away in libraries or other private institutions? Of course, a caveat to this is that rarity and scarcity really only matter for 
books that are desirable to collectors. 


Condition. As in almost all other collecting fields, the condition of a book is a huge factor in value. The condition of a book in a catalog 
description is usually limited to one of seven categories, which are, in descending order: As New, Fine, Near Fine, Very Good, Good, Fair, 
and Poor. But there are many gradations within these condition levels.
